found, upon examination, to be 
other than that proclaimed by the 
apostle to the Gentiles. His gos- 
pel had ‘been received by the 
Corinthians; in it they stood; by 
it they were saved, if real. believ- 
ers. It was not, you will notice, a 
careful obedience to certain ordi- 
nances or a walking according to 
certain rules, such as you men- 
tioned a few minutes ago, that 
would insure their salvation, thhow- 
ever blessed such might be, if 
properly understood; but it was 
keeping in memory this gospel. 


Two Gospels Contrasted 


“I noticed, then, to ‘begin with, 
that this gospel is concerning a 
Person, and quite a different per- 
son than yours brings before us. 
It is ‘concerning the Son of God,’ 
as Romans 1:3 tells us. Your gos- 
pel did not have a word about 
Him in all its four +points. The 
subject of Paul's gospel hhas not a 
word about any_one or any thing 
save Him. Perhaps we might say 
it also could be divided into four 
heads, though more properly 
three; ‘but even. divided into four 
(to go as far with you as We can), 
what marked differences do we 
find! Your four heads ‘are all con- 
cerning the poor sinner, and might 
be put this way: 

1. The sinner ‘has faith; 

2. The sinner repents; 

3. The sinner is baptized; 

4. The sinner has hands laid on 
him. 

Now, in contrast to this, see how 
the true gospel can be put: 

1. Christ died; 

2. Christ was buried; 

3. Christ has been raised again; 

4. Christ is the object for the 
hearts of His own. 


“Surely the two gospels have 
nothing in common. You ‘teach, I 
believe, that ‘Christ died for 
Adam’s transgression, not for 
ours; ‘but maintain that while 
Adamic sin is met by the Cross, 
our sins as individuals must be 
washed away by baptism. Paul’s 
gospel tells us that He died for 
our sins; and if ‘that be so, and 
‘the -blood of Jesus Christ, God’s 
Son, cleanseth us from all sin, 
where does baptism in your sense 
apply? if.all my sins ‘are met by 
His precious blood, if they were 
borne ‘in his. own ‘body on’ the 
tree’ (I Pet. 2:24), ‘how many are 
left to be cleansed by ‘baptism? 
Assuredly none. But, alas, thisis 
but one instance in which the 
false gospel of Mormonism is op- 
posed ‘to the precious gospel of the 
grace of God as revealed in the 
Bible. 

“But I go on to the second 
point. Christ not only. died, but 
‘was ‘buried’; yet it was written of 
Him, “Thou wilt not leave my 
soul in‘hell, neither wilt thou suf- 
fer thy Holy One to see corruption 
(Acts 2:27; Psa. 16:10). His bur- 
ial declares the reality of His 
death, and surely speaks of His 
being forever through with the 
place He took ‘on earth. It is. the 
end of all the relationships in 
which He. previously stood, and 


tells us He is dead to the law— 
having paid my penalty—and to 
sin—not His own, but mine— 
which He “bore, and I am ‘buried 
with him by baptism. unto death’; 
so that I am_not,jJeft where Mor- 
monism would leave me, as a 
poor, struggling soul on earth, 
striving to continue to the end in 
order ‘to be saved, but I am ac- 
counted as one who, with Him, 
Nas been buried to it all: thus I 
am brought to the third point: 


“Christ was raised from the 
dead, and I am raised with Him. 
His place is now mine as to ac- 
ceptance with God. ‘He was de- 
livered for our offences and raised 
again for our justification’; His 
resurrection ‘being God’s open 
declaration that the believer is 
cleared from all charge of sin, 
since ‘his Substitute is released 
from death. 


“And now the One who is alive 
forevermore (Rev. 1:18) is pre- 
sented as an object for the hearts 
of His own, ‘He was seen’; and 
the same apostle exclaims, in an- 
other place, ‘We see Jesus!’ (Heb. 
2:9). Poor sinners are first led 
to see the utter impossibility of 
improving or rendering them- 
selves more fit for God’s presence. 
The eye of faith is then directed 
to the One who died, in whom 
believing, they are ‘justified from 
all things’ (Acts 13:38, 39).

“But now, another question. 
You spoke of men with authority 
to baptize and lay on _ hands. 
Where do you get that in Scrip- 
ture?” 

For answer, he turned to He- 
brews 5:4, and read, “And no man 
taketh this honor unto himself, 
but he that is called of God, as 
was Aaron.” 

“What ‘honor’ 
to?” I asked. 

“The ‘honor of the priesthood 
giving authority to baptize and 
confer the. Holy Ghost.” 

“No; the first. verse contradicts 
this. It is not a question of’ the 
‘priesthood’ at all. As all believers 
now are priests, there -is no spe- 
cial priestly class in ‘Christianity, 
as is clearly shown by referring 
to Revelation 1:6; and 1 Peter 1: 
3,9. The subject in Hebrews 5 is 
that of High Priesthood, and is 
referring to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
called of God, tas noted in verse 
6. Nor iis there a word about bap- 
tism or imposition of ‘hands; but 
it is a question of ‘offering gifts 
and sacrifices for sins’ (vs. 1; 
also Heb. 2:17), and then of suc- 
coring His people in this world of 
trial. To apply such a Scripture 
to human ministry is_ simply

results on people, then of course 
the literature is bad, Likewise if 
songs have dirty words or false 
teaching in the words, then the 
songs are. wrong. But since love, 
the proper and true love between 
a man and woman is God’s plan, 
then a good love song like “I Love 
You Truly” is not wrong. Hill- 
billy music is not necessarily 
wrong. Some of it is indeed very 


good in its influence on people., 


Some of it is pretty cheap music 
and poor poetry, and so it ‘has 
very little literary quality. 

I have found great inspiration 
in some opera music, though I 
have never been to an opera but 
once or twice in my life as TI re- 
call. I would say that if properly 
used, some of the music of operas 
can be very sweet and inspiring. 
And some really fine hymns are 
written to music of grand opera. 

A Christian should be for good 
literature, secular as well as sac- 
red. A Christian should be for 
good music, secular as Well as 
sacred. A Christian should be in- 
terested in architecture, that is 
in beautiful buildings, whether 
church buildings or other build- 
ings. A Christian should be inter- 
ested in beautiful pictures, wheth- 
er it be a sacred picture of Christ 
on the cross, or a picture of flow- 
ers and birds and trees and moun- 
tains and rivers. 


We do not bring credit on the 
Lord Jesus Christ when we de- 
spise all knowledge but religious 
knowledge, and all art but reli- 
zious art, and all music but reli- 
zious music. All really good things 
are from God. 

But let us. make sure that all 
the arts and sciences are made 
subject to Christ and are used 
carefully for His glory and for 
the good of men.

sadder than the statement that 
man makes when he says, “I do 
not believe in Jesus Christ.” 
Believing or not believing in 
Jesus Christ is not wholly a mat- 
ier of intellectual conviction, Any- 
one who thinks so is a superficial 
thinker. There are few people who 
have not had available to them 
sufficient evidence to prove to 
them that Jesus Christ is the Son 
of God and the Saviour of those 
who really believe in Him.

Storehouse Tithing? 


By the Editor 


So many enquire whether a tithe must all be brought 
to the local church to be acceptable to God. The following 


letter, we hope, will be helpful. 


July 31, 1952 
Dear Brother D.————. 

Thank you for your letter. I am 
glad to have your inquiry about| 
Bible teaching on tithing and I 
shall briefly summarize what I be- 
lieve the Bible teaches. 


1. The Jew under ceremonial 
law was to bring all the tithe to 


} 


the temple at Jerusalem. He was 


|commanded, “Bring ye all the 
into the storehouse, that 
|there may be meat in mine 


| house...” (Mal. 3:10). Notice the 
| purpose was that food should be 


'provided for the Levites and 
| priests who served God in the 
|temple at Jerusalem and _ that 


| there might be sacrifices offered 
_In the temple. This Old Testament 
/ceremonial command is repeated 
‘in Deuteronomy 12:5-7. Read it 
carefully and you will see that this 
Old Testament ceremonial law 
‘provided that ‘“burnt-offerings, 
\Sacrifices, heave-offerings, vows 
and tithes’” were to be brought to 
Jerusalem and “the firstlings of 


|These were offered as sacrifices 
to God, then some of the remnant 
was given to the priests and Le- 
| Vites and some was eaten by Jews 
who brought their tithes thus to 
Jerusalem. 


Deuteronomy 12:13,14 reminds 
these Jews, “Take heed to thyself 
‘that thou offer not thy burnt-of- 
'ferings in every place that thou 
,seest: But in the place which the 


_ Lord Shall choose in one of thy 
'tribes...”, that is, in Jerusalem, 


‘later chosen. 


The animal sacrifices are no 
longer offered. They were part of 
the ceremonial law. Levites them- 
selves are laid aside. The temple 
at Jerusalem with its ceremonies 
are no more. So the storehouse 
part of the tithing where animal 
sacrifices were offered and Le- 
vites and priests were fed has 
passed away. 


2. The New Testament teach- 
ing about giving is, “Upon the first 
day of the week let every one of 
‘you lay by him in store, as God 


| hath prospered him, that there 


be no gatherings when I come” 
(I Cor. 16:2). Notice that each 
one is to have his own store- 
house— “let every one of you lay 
by him in store.” He may put 
the Lord’s money in the bank, or 
in a vase on the mantel, or in a 
sock under the mattress or he may 
turn it in at the church once each 
week, if he has a weekly income. 
A man is to take out the Lord’s 
part and set it aside. Since the 
Bible does not go further than 
that, we dare not go further than 
that. The Bible nowhere says that 
the church takes the place of the 
temple, Animal sacrifices are not 
offered at the church. There are 
no priests and Levites at a church, 
People are not to bring their 
lambs, bullocks and the firstfruit 
of their grain to the church. So it 
is not scriptural to say that the 
church is the storehouse. 

3. I believe that Christians are 
under obligation now to give as. 
much as Jews under the law. Cer- 
tainly the Bible never hints that 
Christians should give less than a 
tithe. 


I also believe that Christians are 
under obligation to support their 
own church if that church is truo 
to Christ and the Bible. However, 
the tithe belongs to God, not to 
the church, not to the pastor, not 
to the denominational secretary; 
and every Christian must give an 
account to God for the way he 
uses the Lord’s money. To say 
that he turned it over to the pas- 
tors and deacons would not ex- 
cuse him if the money were used 


wrongly. 

The New Testament has no 
teaching about a church treasury, 
church budget, denominational 
program, etc. so Christians ought 
to remember that these things are 
a matter of expediency, of human 
wisdom, and not necessarily bind- 
ing upon the conscience of a Chris- 
tian except as Christians feel that 
it honors God to use these meth- 
ods.

commit by falsehood, by theft, or 
by outright murder! We have pity 
for the poor, deranged man who, 
in the awful miasma of a diseased 
mind, takes his own life even 
though men try to save him from 
his suicidal act. It is even a sad- 
der tragedy to continue in the 
State of unbelief, to commit spirit- 
ual suicide that puts you irrevoc- 


ably beyond God's love, God's 
mercy and God’s salvation. 
I. Not to Trust Christ Is 


Great Sin Because Christ, 

the God-Man, Is the Great- 

est Person 

Let me cite to you four specific 
reasons why unbelief in Jesus 
Christ is the most appalling sin 
in all the world: First, because of 
who Jesus Christ is—because of 
the dignity, the majesty, the regal 
splendor, the sheer unexpurgated 
glory of His person. C. S. Lewis 
in his book, The Case for Chris- 
tianity, says: 

“When Jesus Christ made His 
appearance, He shocked the 
Jewish world because He claim- 
ed He was God. He claimed the 
ability to forgive sin. He said 
He had always existed. He said 
He was coming to judge the 
world at the end of time. Now 
let us get this clear. Among 
Pantheists like the Indians, any- 
one might say that he was a 
part of God, or one with God. 
There would be nothing very 
odd about it. But this man, since 
He was a Jew, couldn’t mean 
that kind of a God. God in their 
language meant the Being out- 
side the world who had made it 
and was infinitely different 
from anything else. And when 
you grasp that, you will. see 
that what Jesus said was quite 
simply the most shocking thing 


that has ever been uttered by 


human lps. I’m trying here to 
prevent anyone from saying the 
really silly thing that people 
often say about Him. ‘I’m ready 
to accept Jesus as a great moral 
teacher, but I don’t accept His 
claim to be God.’ That’s 
one thing we must not say. A 
man who was merely a man and 
said the sort of things Jesus 
said wouldn't be a great moral 
teacher. He would either be a 
lunatic on the level with a man 
who says he is a poached egg, 
or else he would be the Devil of 
Hell. You must. make your 
choice. Either this man was and 
is the Son of -God, or else a 
madman or something worse. 
You can shut Him up for a fool, 
you can spit on Him and kil} 
Him as a demon, or you can fall 
at His feet and call Him Lord 
and God, but don’t let us come 
with any patronizing nonsense 
about His being a great human 
teacher. He hasn't left that open 
to us and He didn’t intend to.” 


Jesus Christ is the enhumanated 
God! He is God invading human- 
ity! Jesus Christ was the only 
Son of the heavenly Father and 
the heavenly Son of an earthly 
mother. He was God, the only be- 
gotten Son of God, says the Scrip- 
ture. He is God in the sense that 
no one else could be. He is, as the 
Scripture so beautifully states it, 
“The effulgence of the Father's 
elory and the express image of 
his person” (Heb. 1:3). The Apos- 
tle Paul said, “In him dwelleth 
all the fullness of the godhead bod- 
ily” (Col. 2:9), and in the Douay 
version, which I like even better 
on this verse, it says, “In him 
dwelleth the fulness of the god- 
head corporeally.” He is the One 
who said in all the sweet humility 
of His sublime majesty, “‘Before 
Abraham was, I am” (John 8:58).

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He was the One who prayed, 
“Glorify me, O Father, with the 
glory that I had with thee before 
the world began” (John 17:5). He 
was the One who said, “I and my 
Father are one” (John 10:30). He 
was the One who said, “He that 
hath seen me hath seen the Fa- 
ther” (John 14:9). 


For Him the heavens broke 
their silence to speak. God said 
of His Son: (John 5:23) “All men 
should honour the Son, even as 
they honour the Father.” There is 
a dignity, there is a majesty at- 
tached to the peerlessness of Jesus 
Christ that belongs to no angel, 
no archangel, to none of the prin- 
cipalities and powers of heavenly 
places; As Paul puts it, “His name 
is above every name: that at the 
name of Jesus every knee shall 
bow... and every tongue should 
confess’ that Jesus Christ is Lord” 
(Phil. 2:10). That being true, an 
injury done to Jesus Christ is of 
greater magnitude than an injury 
or asin done to a man. 


For instance: We recognize in 
the realm of law that a horse, or 
a cow, or a mule has certain 
rights. We have a society that 
particularly gives itself the re- 
sponsibility of seeing to it that 
animals are not abused. But we 
recognize the rights of man as be- 
ing om an infinitely higher plane, 
and we do not think it as serious 
to kill a mule as it is to put out 
a man’s eye, for example. The law 
recognizes the rights of a mule 
on one plane, but the law recog- 
nizes the rights of a man as being 
on am infinitely higher plane. Re- 
cognizing the veracity of this con- 
cept, the rights of a man, even of 
the purest and the noblest and the 
greatest pale into utter insignifi- 
canee before the rights of that in- 
finite Being whom we call God, 
and His infinite Son, incarnate in 
our midst, Jesus Christ, the Lord 
of Glory. 

To realize the enormity of a 
sin committed against Christ we 
must strive to get some adequate 
picture of the dignity, the majesty 
and the regal glory of His person. 
When we see Jesus Christ in all 
of His unveiled glory before the 
retina of our spiritual vision, when 
we see Him as He is, when we 
see who He is, then we see that 
to rob Him of the glory which is 
rightfully His and which is due 
His infinite person is a sin in com- 
parison with which the greatest 
injustice or the greatest enormity 
committed against man is as no- 
thing. To call a man a lar who 
tells the truth is considered in the 
record of God an exceedingly ser- 
ious sin. How much more should 
men think at length before they 
ever deny the deity of Jesus 
Ohrist, for to call the God of 
Heaven and the Revelation that 
He has given us a lie must make 
all the angels in Heaven shudder 
and must make those holy beings 
bow their heads in shame because 
ef the awful depravity of man’s 
sinful soul. 

What was it on the day of Pen- 
tecost that struck such conviction 
into the hearts of those who heard 
Peter and the apostles preach? It 
was this: Peter, filled with the 
Spirit of God, told those who lis- 
tened that day who Jesus was. 
They had never fully realized; 
they had never fully comprehend- 
ed; but Peter that day stood up 
and with a boldness that fairly 
thrills us to this hour, Peter told 
them who Jesus was. Consider the 
drama of that moment when in 
the climax of his message, Peter 
said, (Acts 2:36) ‘Therefore let 
all the house of. Israel know as- 
suredly, that God hath made that 
same Jesus, whom ye have cru- 
cified, both Lord and Christ.” 
When he said those words, the 
Word of God says that conviction 
struck their hearts like a dart, 
and in the agony of men convicted 
by the Spirit, they said, “Men and 
brethren, what shall we do?” 
(Acts 2:37). Their eyes were open- 
ed at last to see the deity, the 
majesty and the regal splendor of 
the Person they had so outrage- 
ously violated and so wickedly 
wronged. All of the sins of their 
lifetime, as ghastly as they might 
have been, were seen in that blaz- 
ing moment to be as nothing com- 
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pared with the sin committed 
when they had placed against the 
Roman gibbet the Son of God, and 
had plied crucificial hammers 
against His hands and feet. 


If God, by the power of His 
Spirit, by the voice of the mes- 
sage of His Word, should open 
those spiritual eyes of yours to 
see a glimpse of the dignity of 
Jesus Christ and the glory of His 
divine Person, you will see at that 
moment that the worst wrong 
done to any mere man is as no- 
thing compared to the wrong that 
one does to this august Person. 
sage of His Word, should open 
your spiritual eyes. You may blind 
yourself by the very selfishness 
that comes with intellectual soph- 
istication. You may try to level 
Jesus Christ to the same plane as 
other great men, such as Lincoln, 
Washington, etc., but the day will 
come when your eyes will be open- 
ed. The day will come when ‘the 
full glory of Jesus Christ will be 
unveiled, and in that day you will 
see Him as He is and who He is, 
and the Word of God describes it 
in language that is unforgettable. 
It says that in that day the great 
men of earth and the men of high 
estate will call for the rocks and 
the mountains to fall on them, to 
hide them from the face of Him 
that sitteth upon the throne. If 
you do not bend your knee now, 
if you do not yield your heart 
now, you will yield and you will 
bend in the agony of a soul out 
beyond the reach of His love, in 
the cold, awful oblivion and void 
where go the souls who do not 
want and who will not have Jesus 
Christ. You will wish to rush from 
that ineffable glory into the dark- 
ness of a world where He is not. 


God pity those who have called 
God a liar. God pity those who 
have rejected the dripping blood 
that flowed from the open wounds 
of the world’s only Saviour. God 
pity those who have mocked the 
redemption that was wrought. on 
the hill of the skull. Oh, may God 
lift us to a place of vantage where 
we shall get a glimpse of His glory 
as the Son of God. May we see, 
if we have never seen it before, 
that a wrong done to God’s Son 
is a wrong done to the Creator of 
the universe. A wrong done to the 
Redeemer of men’s lost souls is a 
sin as deep and as dark as can be 
woven in the lowest abode of the 
last corner of the world of waste 
and lost called Hell. For that rea- 
son we have the testimony of 
Christ in His own words, when 
He said, “He that believeth not is 
condemned already, because he 


hath not believed in the name of) 


the only begotten Son of God.” 


Il. Faith in Christ as Saviour 
Is His First Command, His 
First Due; So Unbelief, Re- 
jection, the Greatest Sin 


In the second place, unbelief in 
Jesus Christ is an appalling sin, 
not only because of the dignity, 
the majesty, the regal splendor 
and the glory of His person, but 
also because faith is the supreme 
thing which is His due. The first 
thing that we mortals owe to Jes- 
us is our confidence, our trust, the 
surrender of our minds, our 
hearts, our works. Jesus is worthy 
of many things. What an amazing 
thing it is that our world today 
will give Him many things. Jesus 
Christ is admired; Jesus Christ is 
given a certain amount of atten- 
tion, especially in the realm of 
social action, Jesus Christ is given 
a certain amount of obedience, 
especially in the ethics that He 
gave the world. Jesus Christ is 
given a certain amount of service. 
Jesus Christ is given a certain 
amount of love. In fact, Renan, 
the French infidel, said he could 
not help but love Jesus Christ. All 
these things are His, ought to be 
His, should be His, but underlying 
all else, and most of all, and first 
of all, Jesus Christ is worthy of 
your faith and mine. Any other 
thing we give to Him is absolutely 
unessential and unnecessary as far 
as He is concerned, unless you 
have placed your faith in Him as 
the Son of God. 


Man’s confidence is due Jesus 
Christ! It is a mystery to me after 
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the whole world of noble souls 
have bowed at His pierced feet, 
after two thousand years, no great 
man has ever had the audacity to 
criticise His peerless character. It 
is a mystery to me that some 
souls will value the benighted, 
blighted statements of men like 
Ingersoll, Voltaire, or Tom Paine, 


or in our day, the Huxley broth-| 


ers, John Dewey, Bertrand Russell, 
or Bernard Shaw more than the 
testimony of the prophets and the 
seers, and yea, even more than 
the testimony’ of Jesus Christ 
Himself. Jesus Christ is worthy 
of our confidence. He is worthy 
of our confidence intellectually. A 
man is only half alive, from an 
inteHectual standpoint, until he 
has added to what he knows, the 
wisdom and the knowledge iincar- 
nate in Christ. “The fear of the 
Lord is the beginning of wisdom.” 

Jesus Christ is due our confi- 
dence emotionally. One of the 
strange enigmas of the day in 
which we live is that we are sup- 
posed to be such experts in psy- 
choanalysis. We are supposed to 
be making such headway in the 
understanding of why we behave 
as we do, and yet I doubt if any 
era has ever produced such a 
wholesale matrimonial mess as 
our world is in today, and partic- 
ularly in the United States. How 
we need the guiding hand of Jesus 
Christ in the realm of the emo- 
tion! See the wild man of Gadara 
torn by the devils within him. 
Then see him after Jesus Christ 
drives out the devils... The Word 
of God, in sublime language, said 
that he was sitting at the feet of 
Jesus, and I love this—‘“clothed 
and in his right mind” (Mark 5:- 
15). No man is clothed in his right 
mind until he sits at that same 
place as the wild man of Gadara 
sat, at the feet of Jesus. 


Jesus is worthy of our confi- 
dence volitionally, in the realm of 
our purposes and determinations. 
He doesn’t want your service if it 
is a divided service. He doesn’t 
want your attention if it is a 
divided attention. He doesn’t want 
your life if it is a-divided life. 

In fact, the lives that have sent 
thrills through the centuries have 
been lives like that of the Apostle 
Paul, so abandoned to Christ, so 
lost to the cause of Christ that 
the world actually was bewildered 
by the glory of their testimony. 
The Apostle Paul was character- 
ized in these words: “This one 


thing I do.” Only then does peace 


come into the heart. Fortitude in 
the center of life, Richness and 
meahing comes to us when we are 
yielded in the totality of person- 
ality to Christ—intellectually, 
emotionally and volitionally. He 
is worthy of the whole surrender 
of your and my entire being. 

If you are wondering why, as a 
Christian, you are miserable, if 
you are wondering why you do 
not seem to be experiencing those 
things that other Christians have, 
you will find that it is right in 
this specific realm I am now dis- 
cussing. Jesus Christ made me. 
Jesus Christ redeemed me, and 
without Him I will perish. It is 
His right; it is His due that I 
should say to Him, in the full 
knowledge of all that I know a- 
bout Him, “Lord Jesus, Thou in- 
finite Son of God, I surrender to 
Thee my mind’s utter faith, the 
confidence of my beating heart 
and my will.” If you refuse to do 
that, (and some of you have re- 
fused week after week, month 
after month, year after year) you 
have discredited, you have robbed, 
you have stolen from the glory 
and the majesty of Christ. You 
have taken away His greatest 
right. You have said, “He is un- 
worthy of my faith, my trust, my 
confidence,” Jesus said, “He that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not believ- 


ed in the name of the only begot- 
ten Son of God.” But mark it, 
men will bend! 


The other day a thought.came 
to me which I wrote down as soon 
as it occurred to my mind. I 
wrote: “If men will not allow the 
love of God to burn the dross out 
of their lives, then God in His 
mercy, God in His love, puts that 
soul out beyond His love so that 
it will burn that soul no longer; 
and when that soul is out on that 


periphery, that is hell.” It is the 


love of God, the mercy of God that 
lets a man spend eternity without 
Him. 


Ill. Unbelief in Christ Is 
Greatest Sin Because Re- 
jecting All Moral Peérféction, 
and Light 


Thirdly, unbelief in Jesus Christ 
is an appalling sin because Jesus 
Christ is the enhumanation, the 
incarnation of all the moral per- 
fection of God’s own being. The 
Scripture says: “God is light, and 
in him is no darkness at all’ (I 
John 1:5). If you could remove 
the moral influences of the Word 
of God, of the preaching of Christ 


from our world, Hell would be 
here. It would initiate immediate- 
ly a pitch black darkness, inde- 
scribable, which would settle like 
a fog over the world. In a few 
days men would butcher them- 
selves to death. There is a graphic 
statement in the Scripture that 
Says: ‘Judas went out and it was 
night’ (John 13:30). You never 
walk out of the presence of Jesus 
Christ but it is night. It is always 
night. You leave God out political- 
ly, socially, morally, and you will 
stumble in the dark until you be- 
come enmeshed in sin and filth, 
and sink down into the bog of the 
hell you made yourself. Jesus said: 
“IT am the light of the world” 
(John 8:12). How those words 
thrill me! “I am the light of the 
world.” 


Today we are seeing the head- 
long plunge onto the rocks of an 
entire civilization that thought it 
did not need God, the infinite ab- 
solute light which God is, the in- 
finite holiness, love and truth in- 
carnate in Jesus Christ. The re- 
fusal to accept Him is the refusal 
of light. You can live in the dark- 


—if you could remove these things’ 


ness of speculation if you want 
to, but I want the divine light of 
the Son of God to illumine my 
path. To choose darkness rather 
than light is proof of what a man 
is in his heart. 


It is an amazing thing, an enig- 
ma of life, that men will value 
more the testimony of some erst- 
while professor whose opinions 
probably will not stand for more 
than a year than the testimony 
that is given in the light of the 
Word of God. Did you ever stop 
to think about it? One reason the 
trend of modern science was away 
from God is because modern sci- 
ence, with its microscope and with 
its telescope, has been rediscov- 
ering what God had already creat- 
ed, and in its’ course of regressing 
in rediscovering, it has naturally 
had its back turned to God. When 
men seek divine revelation, they 
turn toward God, and they move 
in the white light of what He re- 
veals in His Word. It makes a 
great deal of difference in which 
direction we face! Some people 
would rather rediscover what God 
has done; others reach out for 
what God is going to do. There is 
the difference, right there. Some 
would. rather stumble around in 
the dark than to walk in the di- 
vine light of God’s Word and find 


ithe answer. Some would rather 


hunt for the answer by specula- 
tion. They would rather belong to 
the category that has been so ut- 
terly misnamed “The Modern 
Mind” than they would to receive 
the answer by divine revelation. 


Nothing more clearly proves 
what a man is at heart than what 
he chooses and what he rejects. 
A man who chooses foul books, 
foul pictures, foul friends, is a 
foul man, no matter what his pre- 
tentions. A man who rejects the 
good; the pure and the true, is 
bad, impure and untrue. To reject 
Jesus Christ, the infinite light that 
God is, reveals a heart that is cor- 
rupt, a heart that loves darkness 
rather than light. Jesus said, “He 
that believeth not is condemned 
already, because he hath not be- 
lieved in the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God. And this is 
the condemnation, that light is 
come into the world, and men

because their deeds were evil’ 
(John 3:18, 19). Unbelief in Jesus 
Christ is an appalling sin. 


IV. Rejection of Jesus Christ 
Is Rebellious Insult to the 
Love and Mercy of Christ’s 
Redemption, Hence the 
Most Horrible Sin 


Fourthly, unbelief in Jesus 
Christ is the most ghastly sin in 
all the category of rebellion a- 
gainst God’s moral order because 
it is trampling under foot the love, 
the mercy, the beauty of Jesus 
Christ’s redemption. Jesus Christ 
is the supreme expression of God. 
I admit to you that without Jesus 
Christ I do not know anything 
about God in any kind of a per- 
sonal sense. Without Jesus Christ, 
ali I can think about is the vast- 
ness of eighteen galaxies of un- 
explored universes. All I can think 
about is a little, tiny, pigmy, puny 
man who is on a little, tiny, pig- 
my, puny world in the midst of a 
vast unexplored universe that 
stretches way out beyond the 
reaches of my little mind. 


But when I see Jesus Christ, I 
see God’s heart; I see God as I 
see a Father; I see God in all of 
His compassionate heart. I see 
God toiling up the long hill with 
the rugged cross; I see God dying 
where I should have died, in my 
place, for my sin; I see Him rising 
from the dead, justifying me in 
His sovereign righteousness. Je- 
sus Christ makes God real. In 
Christ, God invades humanity and 
shows us what He is like. That 
is why Jesus said, “For God so 
loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life’ (John 
3:16). 


We have all broken God’s laws. 
Our world is geared to a moral 
order. C. S. Lewis, in one of his 
books entitled The Case For 
Christianity, rests the whole of 
his apologetic argument on the 
fact that everywhere in the world 
men have a moral consciousness. 
There is etched into man’s very 
life and being a moral order, and 
men know when they violate it. 
They are conscious of it. How 
unusual it was to see in a recent 
issue of Life all those Hindus who 


made their way down to the Gan- 
ges river because they were so 
convicted of sin, because they felt 
so alienated, so separated from 
God, because they had such ach- 
ing, wretched hearts, and they 
longed for deliverance. What is 
that? That is the blight; that is 
the curse; that is sin—but oh, 
bless God, Jesus Christ is the One 
who came to tell the Hindus and 
to tell you and to tell me that in 
the efficacy of His shed blood the 
sovereign justice of a holy God is 
satisfied, and men through Christ 
can be forgiven. 


He provided the way at infinite 
cost. His saving love knew no 
limit. It stopped at no sacrifice. 
God never gave His best, God gave 
Himself in the person of His Son, 
in the language that we under- 
stand. All that men need to do to 
partake of the riches of His grace 
is to cast themselves in faith upon 
His mercy, and to reciprocate in 
some measure His vast and in- 
exhaustible love, to put their 
trust in the pardoning mercy and 
the love of God as thus revealed. 
If you are not believing, if you 
are rejecting His love, His revela- 
tion, His provision, His sacrifice, 
you are despising and trampling 
under your feet the Christ who 
bought you with His blood. You 
are scorning, insulting His infinite 
mercy. Every soul who does not 


render to Jesus Christ the total) 
of His being is guilty of insulting | 


the love of God. 


It is a mystery why God does 
not sometimes turn His blazing 
wrath on those who continue to 
outrage His love, but the Scrip- 
ture says, “His mercy endureth 
forever.” But note, too, the words 
that say: “Of how much sorer 
punishment, suppose ye, shall he 
be thought worthy, who hath trod- 
den under foot the Son of God, 
and hath counted the. blood of the 
covenant, wherewith he was sanc- 
tified, an unholy thing, and hath 
done despite unto the Spirit of 
grace” (Heb. 10:29). Unbelief in 
Jesus Christ, then, is actually, lit- 
erally, from a spiritual point of 
view, trampling under your feet 
the redeeming work of Jesus 
Christ, calling it unholy, despising 
it—yes, insulting His proffered 
love and merey. Unbelief in Jesus 


Christ is a dreadful, woeful, trag- 
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ic, deep, dark, incomparable, un- 
tellable sin. 

There are many reasons why 
unbelief is sin, but here are the 
four principle ones. In the first 
place, it is sin because of the dig- 
nity, the majesty, the regal splen- 
dor, the sheer unexpurgated glory 
of His person. Second, because 
faith is the first thing I should 
yield to Him. He created me; He 
redeemed me. He lives to purpose 
my life in His being to heights of 
which I cannot even dream. Third, 
Jesus Christ is the incarnation, 
the enhumanation of the moral 
perfection of God, and it is the 
only light the world has. Fourth, 
to reject Him, to refuse Him is to 
trample Him underneath your 
feet, to pour contumely upon Him 
as they did that day when they 
insulted His love and crucified 
Him. It is as clear as can be that 
unbelief is the most appalling sin 
in the sight of God because of 
what it does to the person of His 
Son, Jesus Christ. Theft is sin. 
Adultery is sin. Murder is sin. But 
when our eyes are opened to the 
august dignity and the majesty of 
Christ, these are seen as nothing 
compared to the violation of Jesus 
Christ by our refusal to yield our- 
selves, surrender ourselves, and 
commit ourselves into His care, 
His keeping and His love. 

How God must abhor the sin of 
unbelief. How the tears of Heaven 
must fall upon our world today. 
How the holy angels in Heaven 
must loathe the sin of unbelief. 
How godly men and women must 
sob through the long watches of 
agonizing nights because of the sin 
of unbelief. Not only the gross 
infidel, not only the refined skep- 
tic, but everyone of us who holds

back from giving to Jesus Christ 
the whole surrender of self is 
guilty in some measure of this sin. 
Oh, may our hearts cry out, 
“What must we do?” For if you 
do not cry like that, you are hard- 
ening your heart. Confess your un- 
belief and reach out with the hand 
of faith. Even though it may seem 
dark about you, reach out to grasp 
that pierced hand, and as you 
take it, you will find that abun- 
dant life will burst like the sun 
from behind the clouds. Do not 
rest under such guilt. 


We see now—we understand 
now—why no matter how moral a 
man is, no matter how good a 
man is, if a man is ever presented 
with the pure claims of Jesus 
Christ and rejects those claims, 
that man has destined himself, 
that man has put himself, that 
man has sentenced himself to an 
eternity of despair, and for that 
reason Jesus said, “He that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already.” 
To refuse to believe is to perish. 
The refusal of light is darkness. 
I beseech you in the name of Jesus 
Christ not to trample Him under 
your feet, not to refuse His love, 
not to reject Him. If there is so 
much as one single spark of yearn- 
ing, burning that drives you to 
Him, if there is the faintest flick- 
er of desire, I pray God that you 
will reach up to grasp Him, that 
you might know Him in the ex- 
perience of having him as your 
Lord and your Saviour. 


I will never forget an experi- 
ence I had in Toronto at the close 
of our great campaign where 
many churches cooperated. At the 
close of one of the services, there 
was a little old lady and a little 
old man who came forward. I had 
told a story by way of illustra- 
tion of an ungrateful boy who, 
though greatly loved by his godly 
parents, had abused their love and 
even neglected them in sickness 
and death. The little old man 
came up to me, tears in his eyes, 
and his frail and sickly wife, too, 
was weeping. He looked at me and 
said, “You know, you told a story 
tonight that you said couldn’t hap- 
pen, but it could happen. It did 
happen. It happened to us.” 


Then he told me how they had 
a son who lived in the city of Tor- 
onto. He met a young lady who 
was frivolous, light, unspiritual, 
uncaring, sophisticated, and world- 
‘ly. She gradually took that lad 
away from them, as far as his 
interests were concerned. She took 
him away from the church, away 
from everything holy, right and 
good. Finally the son came to see 
his parents less and less. His wife 
kept dragging him as hard and 
as fast as she could the other way, 
until at last he never came to see 


them at all. Finally the day cama 
when he did not even bother to 
telephone. He completely dismis- 
sed his parents from his life. 


That night they stood before 
me and sobbed, “Tonight he got 
on a train with his wife and his 
little ones. He never said good-by. 
We don’t even know where he is 
going.

I bade the comfort of Jesus 
Christ meet their hearts, and as 
they wept I thought to myself, 
“Oh, that wretched, ungrateful 
lad! The very least that he coulda 
have done in respect to mother- 
hood and fatherhood, the very 
least he could have done was to 
have called on the telephone ana 
bade them a fond farewell. Such 
ingratitude!” 


We have no respect for a lad 
who treats his mether and father 
like that. But it is infinitely more 
terrmble, beyond the measure of 
our Capacity to understand, hovw 
one can continue in unbelief, dis- 
regarding the agony of Gethse- 
mane, where blood seeped anda 
dripped from the pores of Jesus 
Christ as He prayed for us, dis- 
regarding the torture of Calvary 
where He who knew no sin be- 
came sin for us; dying for us, dis- 
regarding the pleading of the 
Spirit of God as He presses our 
hearts to bring us to Christ. To 
reject such love is the deepest, 
blackest, most ghastly sin in all 
the world, and the only sin that 
God cannot forgive, for God has 
no way in which to forgive it. For 
that reason Jesus said, “He that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready!” 

Now we see that no matter how 
fine, how upright, how moral a 
man is, if he rejects Jesus Christ, 
he commits the unpardonable sin. 
Salvation is not a matter of being 
good or bad—it is a matter of life 
and death! As the Spirit of Goad 
makes Christ real to you as tha 
Son of God and your only possible 
Saviour, won’t you now join with 
Thomas of old when, in the pres- 
ence of the resurrected Christ, he 
exclaimed with all the passion of 
his believing heart, “My Lord, anc& 
my God!” Let Him be your Lord 
and Saviour from this day on for-~ 
ever! 

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life; For God sent not 
his Son into the world to con- 
demn the world; but that thea 
world through him might be sav- 
ed> He that believeth on him is

that Judas was not a true disciple: 
Judas was never saved. Judas was 
“the gon of perdition,”’ an unre- 
generate man. ' 

Judas thus is the father of all 
unconverted church members, and 
their name is legion. Men and wo- 
men who have their name on the 
church roll but not iu the Lamb's 
book of life: who sing in choirs 
but have not in their heart the 
song of redemption: who drink 
the cup of communion, but have 
never. tasted the cup of salvation. 
These are the tares among God's 
wheat; the foolish virgins among 
the wise. Oh, what a day for all 
unsaved church members when 
Christ comes to separate wheat 
from tares, and to shut the door 
upon the foolish, unsaved, pro- 
fessing Christians who had a form 
of godliness without the power 
and life thereof. 

Church member, ask yourself, 
Am I really saved? Am I truly 
born again? Have I the oil of the 
regenerating Holy Spirit, or is my 
profession just an empty lamp?

Il. The Second Man Wanted 
To Know the Secret—His 
Name Was Peter 


No sooner did Jesus say, “One 
of you shall betray me” than 
“Simon Peter beckoned to John 
that he should ask Jesus who the 
betrayer was.” If one of them was 
to betray Christ, Peter wanted to 
know who that one was. Perhaps 
it might be himself. I have an idea 
that Peter was the first man to 
say, “Lord, is it I?” Peter was 
willing to know if he was the man 
who was to betray Jesus Christ. 
He was ready to examine himself 
and to be examined by the Lord. 

Not all of Christ’s followers are 
like Peter on this matter. Not all 
of us are ready to ask, “Lord, is 
it I?” We rather prefer the 
preacher today who entertains us 
instead of showing us our sins. 
We are impatient with preaching 
that reveals our shortcomings and 
discovers our backsliding. Not all 
of us are like the second man who 
wanted to know the secret. 

After a searching message one 
Sunday morning a man went to 
the preacher and asked, “Were 
you preaching at me?’’ The ser- 
mon had evidently got under his 
skin. The preacher replied, “No, 
I was preaching to the man in the 
moon.” The answer was worthy 
of the foolish question. Poor silly 
creature; to whom should a 
preacher preach but to the people 
before him? Of what use to God 
or man would any preacher be 
who did not deal with the sins of 


evidence of the miracle-working 
power of God in her midst. The 
world may not believe in first 
century miracles but they will 
have to believe in twentieth cen- 
tury miracles when the evidence is 
right before them. 

Take also the pertinent subject 
of revivals. On every hand we 
are hearing sermons on revival and 
for illustration we go back to 
Finney’s revivals, or Whitefield 
and Wesley’s revivals, or the Great 
Awakening of 1857. But what about 
ourselves? God help us if we are 
all so weak in intercession that no 
man among us has been able to 
open the floodgates of Heaven up- 
on his own heart and his own 
church. 

If any of you preachers are 
squirming as you read this, take 
heart, for you are not alone, I 
have preached, or rather, God 
has preached this sermon to my 
own heart first before I ever 
preached it to others, and more 
pointedly and pungently than I 
could ever preach it to you. For 
part of my ministry as an evan- 
gelist is to relate in my Messages 
a record of God’s power in the 
realm of answered prayer. Many 
of these wonders were seen in my 
early pastorates before I became 
an evangelist. But in recent years, 
God has said to me, “Is the story 
of My power in your ministry and 
experience to be confined to events 
of twenty odd years ago? Have 
you no fresh new miracles to re- 
cord?” And I have had to ask God 
to help me write some new chap- 
ters for His praise, and to save 
me from living and speaking in 
the past tense when telling men of 
His power and faithfulness. 

This same weakness of know- 
ledge second hand is found in the 
realm of Bible interpretation. In 
past years God has given us great 
and good men who explored the 
realm of doctrine and prophecy, 
and who preserved their teachings 
in books and Bible footnotes. I 
thank God for these men. Most 
of what they wrote was truth, 
and what a debt we owe them! 
But no man has all knowledge. 
The revelation of God is progres- 
sive, particularly in the realm of 
prophecy. Certain truths are to 
be revealed only when the time 
draws near for their fulfillment. 
And while some have tested these 
former interpretations for them- 
selves, holding to the truth they 
taught but discarding the small 
percentage of error, others have 
been content to believe all of what 
they were taught instead of in- 
terpreting the Word for them- 
selves. 

For example, I see splendid 
young preachers who have ceased 
to preach on the possible coming 
of Christ at any moment, despite 
the fact that the Bible plainly 
declares it. If Scripture teaches 
anything, it teaches that in an 
hour that we think not, the Lord 
Jesus will come for His own—a 
sheer impossibility if Christ can- 
not come before the Great Trib- 
ulation and the Antichrist. Yet 
despite this obvious fact, they will

Will you mark, however, that 
Peter was willing to get his know- 
ledge second hand.

listen to others instead of search- 
ing the Scriptures for themselves. 


On a stall outside a second- 
hand bookstall in Edinburgh a 
card was displayed with this an- 
nouncement, “Secondhand theolo- 
gy at half price.’ My friends, 
some secondhand theology is dear 
at any price. Thank God for all 
we hear and read that is good; 
but happy is the man who can 
give a reason for the hope that is 
in him because he has gone to 
the Word for himself to verify 
what he believes. 


It is amazing how much of our 
knowledge of God, of His ways and 
His Word is second hand. Take the 
matter of God’s faithfulness in 
answering prayer. We can talk 
about George Mueller’s answers 
to prayer, and Finney’s answers, 
and Hudson Taylor’s answers to 
prayer, and thank God for it all. 
But, brethren, what about our 
own answers? What personally do 
we know of these miracles of God’s 
power and faithfulness? Is all our 
knowledge in that realm to be 
learned second hand? God wants 
us to be in living supernatural 
touch. with Him for ourselves. 

. My conviction is that every 
Christian ought to have a few 
fresh miracles of his own. Every 
church should be able to present

Was John 


Peter knew that if Jesus would 
tell anyone, that person was John. 
John leaned on Jesus’ bosom. He 


of the twelve; and Jesus told John 
what He did not tell any of the 
rest. The disciple leaning on 
Jesus’ bosom learned the -whis- 
pered secret. 


The secret of the Lord is with 
them that fear Him today as al- 
ways. God’s secrets are disclosed 
to those who are familiar with His 
presence and who live nearest His 
heart. If we abide in the secret 
place of the Most High, we shall 


learn the secret of the Most High, 


came nearer to Christ than any. 
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but we must take time to abide, 
we must rediscover the lost art 
of listening to God. Samuel said, 
“Speak, Lord; for thy servant 
heareth.” We say, “Hear, Lord: 
for thy servant speaketh.” 

Here lies the secret of the 
prayer of faith; here only can we 
receive from God the assurance 
that our prayer has been heard 
and will be answered. To rush into 
God’s presence, present our re- 
quest, close our prayer, say amen, 
and rise from our knees not know- 
ing God will answer but merely 
hoping He will do so, is to offer 
only ordinary prayer. It is a sort 
of playing at prayer. But to enter 
God’s presence determined to do 
definite business with God, de- 
termined to prevail in prayer, de- 
termined to seek the faith that 
will bring the answer—that is an- 
other kind of prayer altogether. 
This kind of prayer God waits to 
answer. He is ready to do business 
with those who want to do busi- 
ness with Him. And if we are 
asking for what is in tthe will of 
God to give, He will speak to our 
heart through the Bible promises 
we have hidden there; He will im- 
part the assurance of faith, and 
we shall go from His presence, not 
merely hoping He will answer, but 
knowing that He will do so. We 
must, however, like the beloved 
disciple, be near enough to the 
Master to hear the whispered 
secret. 

Moses was the beloved disciple 
of the Old Testament. He spoke 
to God face to face as a man 
speaketh with his friend. He tar- 
ried long in the divine presence. 
Just as we reveal to close friends 
what we hide from others, so God 
revealed His ways, His plans, and 
His purposes to Moses. This ex- 
plains the meaning of the state- 
ment in Psalm 103:7, “He made 
known his ways unto Moses, his 
acts unto the children of Israel.’ 
The rank and file of Israel saw 
the outward act, but to Moses, 
the man of prayer, was revealed 
the why and wherefore, the pur- 
pose and plan behind the act. Is- 
rael merely saw what God did; 
Moses who shared the divine secret 
knew why God did it. 

Take another look at John lean- 
ing on Jesus’ bosom. See him Jearn- 
ing the secret hid from others and 
remember the lesson the picture 
teaches—God’s secrets are for 
those who live nearest to Him. 


(V. The Fourth Man Knew the 
Secret All the Time—His 
Name Was Jesus 

The Master knew the dark se- 
cret in Judas’ heart. The omnis- 
cient eye saw behind the mask. 
Jesus knew beforehand who should 
betray Him. Judas was able to de- 
ceive all but One. 


What a solemn and sobering 


theught for the disciple who is}: 
entertaining sin in his life and 


walking the path of disobedience: 
Jesus our Saviour knows, Jesus 
sees, our Lord is aware of the se- 
cret. 


And how. does He feel when one 
of His professed followers, or even 
when one of His own saved fol- 
lowers, fails Him? “When Jesus 
had said this, he was troubled in 
spirit and said, One of you shall 
betray me.” It troubles Christ 
when men and women go astray. 
He taketh not pleasure in the 
death of the wicked. He knows 
also when any child of God looks 


loses its first love. He grieves over 
our wanderings. He is wounded 
afresh when our conduct as Chris- 
tians betrays His cause and dis- 
honors His name. 

I am preaching this message 
in hope of reaching some back- 
slidden Christian. What about you, 
dear reader? Where does this mes- 
sage find you spiritually? What 
terrific pressure there is today up- 
on God’s people, keeping them 
from a close walk with God and 
tempting them to break their 
daily fellowship with Him, These 
are days of testing for Christians. 
“Because iniquity shall abound, 
the love of many shall wax cold.” 
My friend, are you one of the many 
who are failing God in this time 
of testing? - 

I think of believing parents 
distraught over wayward children; 
I think of believing wives in bro- 
ken or near broken homes who 
are tempted through discourag- 
ment to break off communion with 
God. I urge you earnestly not to 
yield to that temptation. The 
Lord Jesus knows of your trials 
and egriefs. Othens have failed you; 
He never has. All the while you 
are doubting Him, He bends lov- 
ingly over you, waiting to help. 
If you have been overtaken in 
a fault, He will forgive your past 
failures. Believe me when I tell 
you that He is more merciful to 
the erring than many of His peo- 
ple are. 

Keep in mind that Judas was 
not a child of God, but you are. 
That is why God is speaking to 
you now through this message. 
He says, “Return unto me, and 
I will return unto you. I will heal 
their backsliding, I will love them 
freely” (Hosea 14:4). 

Look back at Peter for a mo- 
ment. He, too, was 'to betray Christ 
by his denial. But because he was 
a true disciple and not like Judas, 
a false follower, he returned to 
the Lord whom he denied. And 
what brought him back? It was 
the thought that Christ knew and 
grieved over his fall. “And the 
Lord turned, and looked upon 
Peter.... And Peter went out, and 
wept bitterly” (Luke 22:61, 62). In 
that look Peter read the fact that

‘handling the word of God deceit- 
fully,’ and deserves the severest 
censure.”’ 

Such was, in substance, what I 
sought to put before the mis- 
guided young man; but, alas, so 
deceitful is the human heart, that 
man would rather be occupied | 
with his repentance, his faith, or | 
his anything, than with God's | 
Christ; and I found this preacher | 
of “a different gospel, which is | 
not another” (Gal. 1:6,7, margin), 
to be of the same class as thou- 
sands in professed Christendom. 
The Scriptures brought before 
him had but little weight com- 
pared with “present-day revela- 
tion,” despite the word of Paul 
in Colossian 1:25 that he was 
made a minister “to fully preach 
the word of God” (margin); so 
he went on ‘his way, trusting to | 
his fleshly religion and ignoring | 
the “gospel of God.” | 

Ere dismissing the subject, I) 
might remind the reader that | 
neither faith nor repentance is | 
ever presented in Scripture as the | 
ground of salvation. The Cross | 
alone is that. Brought to it 4 
the Spirit of God, the sinner will | 
indeed repent; trusting the work | 
there accomplished, the soul is 
saved. 

Nor are repentance and faith as 
set forth in the Scriptures to be 
confounded with the vagaries of 
Mormonism. In that wretched 
system repentance is confounded 


with penitence, and faith with 
credulity. 


In its biblical sense, repentance 
is self-judgment; the owning that 
one is lost and guilty, righteously 
deserving the wrath of a holy 


iting the statement that 


was the Son of God. 


Lord Jesus, and believe in thy 
heart that God hath raised ‘thhim 
from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved; for with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness, and 
with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation” (Rom. 10: 
9,10). 


Of you, reader, we would af- 
fectionately ask, Are you making 
the same mistake as the “elder’’? 
You might ridicule the “poor, be- 
nighted Mormon,” and be amazed 
at the semi-heathenism taught by 
his church, but do you, perhaps, 
trust in something just as hollow, 
when judged by the book of God? 

Remember: penances; wrought- 
up repentance, consisting in pe- 
culiar frames, feelings, and re- 
nunciations; intellectual acquies- 
cence to the truths of the Bible, 
miscalled faith; baptism, whether 
administered by Mormon elder or 
ordained clergyman; laying on of 
hands, or any other ‘human rite 
or divinely prescribed ceremony, 
will avail nothing for you. 


Christ, and Christ alone, is-your 
only salvation. Discarding all else, 
fly, then, to Him. “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved” (Acts 16:31). 


Note on Mormon Doctrines 


In the preceding paper it ‘has 
been my aim not to follow all the 
devious errors of Mormonism, and 
seek to refute them, but rather to 
endeavor to show ‘how opposed 
the system is to the gospel of the 
glory of the blessed God, which 
He has revealed in His Word. 

It has been suggested, however, 
that a brief epitome of some of 
the more important doctrines of 
the sect on other lines might be 
helpful in serving as a warning 
to any who, allured by fair 
speeches and sophistical reason- 
ings, are drifting towards its aw- 
ful vortex. 

The following statements can

ness in this state. It is the hope of 
each man to become a god event- 
ually. Their gods are supposed to 
retain their human forms and 
functions, including sex. 

It is in connection with this that 
polygamy comes in. This relation- 
ship is carried on eternally. The 
progeny of the gods and their 
numerous wives will constitute 


‘their “kingdom” in the ages to 


come. Woman's welfare depends 
on her being united to one of the 
faithful. 

Instead of the biblical doctrine 
of the Holy Trinity, they teach 
that there are three distinct Gods, 
who administer the affairs of the 
universe. God and Christ are said 
to have human bodies, parts and 
passions; while the Holy Ghost 
is omnipresent and ‘thas no body. 
The Holy Spirit is different, like 
light or electricity, the life princi- 
ple of creation. 

The preceding paper has out- 
lined their teaching ‘as to the sal- 
vation of the living. They also 
publicly proclaim salvation for 
the dead, to whom their kind of 
“gospel” is being preached, and 
who can be saved if their friends 
on earth will be baptized for them. 
As to eschatology, they have a 
system of prophetic teaching em- 
bodying an exceedingly ~carnal 
view of the Millennium, ushered 
in by the return of Christ to re- 
gather Israel, including the ten 
tribes, to a Zion in America (1), 
and to destroy all the enemies of 
“the saints.” This Zion is identi- 
fied with Independence, Missouri. 
The dead will be raised and will 
appear on the earth. Referring’ to 
this time, Parley Pratt says, in 
his “Voice of Warning,” “Our 
father Adam will sit enthroned 
as the Ancient of Days,” etc., as- 
cribing the words of Daniel 7:9, 
10 to refer to him! 

A final judgment will conclude 
all things; but few will be-etern- 
ally Jost. There are three “degrees 
of glory,” terrestrial, celestial, and 
telestial. In one of these all will 
eventuaHy be found, except the 
“sons of perdition.” 

Such a system needs no ‘attempt 
at refutation. It refutes itself. No 
child of God, who ‘has at all ap- 
prehended the Cross, could be en- 
snared by it; but it is because
